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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Walpole: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools: 

Two  rather  important  acts  were  passed  by  the  last 
session  of  the  legislature:  the  Municipal  Bond  Statute  re- 
vision and  the  equalization  act.  The  former  grants  school 
districts  temporary  emergency  exemptions  from  the  lim- 
ited provisions  of  the  municipal  bond  statute.  The  original 
bill  limited  school  districts  to  bonded  indebtedness  not  ex- 
ceeding two  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  tax- 
able property  of  the  district.  The  revision  allows  five  per 
cent  in  any  instance  and  up  to  eight  per  cent  if  a  strong 
case  can  be  made  to  the  board  of  investigation  and  the 
governor  and  council.  The  original  act,  of  course,  was 
passed  many  years  ago  when  construction  costs  were  rela- 
tively low.  At  that  time  two  per  cent  of  assessed  valuation 
would  provide  considerable  housing.  Under  present  build- 
ing conditions  only  a  relatively  few  districts  of  the  state 
could  raise  sufficient  funds  to  build  an  adequate  school- 
house.  Under  the  new  law,  practically  any  community 
in  the  state  will  be  able  to  raise  sufficient  funds  to  meet 
their  housing  needs. 

The  so-called  equalization  act  is  an  act  to  equalize 
educational  opportunities  and  to  improve  the  elementary 
and  high  schools  of  New  Hampshire.  This  act,  which  in- 
creases state  financial  aid  to  local  school  districts  approx- 
imately 400  per  cent,  is  really  an  amendment  to  the  old 
state  aid  act,  which  was  based  entirely  on  the  needs  of  the 
school  district. 

The  new  act  is  based  on  the  town's  ability  to  pay  and 
sets  up  a  required  minimum  program  which  all  towns 
must  equal  before  being  eligible  for  state  aid.  Another 
feature  of  this  revised  act  is  that  of  general  aid  to  all  dis- 
tricts, based  on  a  set  amount  for  every  elementary  and 
secondary  pupil  in  average  daily  membership  during  the 
preceding  year.  This  new  state  aid  bill  has  enabled  us  to 
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offer  more  to  your  children  without  asking  for  a  greatly 
increased  amount  of  taxation. 

Last  June  the  State  Board  of  Education  set  up  a 
minimum  salary  schedule  which  all  districts  in  the  state 
had  to  meet,  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  state  aid  payments. 
Our  teachers  are  all  receiving  salaries  which  compare 
favorably  with  those  throughout  the  state  in  towns  of  this 
size.  The  average  salary  this  year  is  very  close  to  the  mini- 
mum salary  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Education 
due  to  the  fact  that  so  many  districts  had  to  increase  their 
base  salaries  to  meet  the  minimum  law. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  only  a  few  changes  in  our 
teaching  staff  this  year.  Mr.  Ralph  Potter,  a  native  of 
Charlestown,  and  resident  of  Westminster,  is  the  new 
headmaster  in  the  high  school.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Teachers  College  and  has  taken  work  in  Vermont.  He  was 
a  successful  teacher  in  Springfield,  Vermont  for  a  number 
of  years  before  entering  the. Navy.  Mrs.  Watson  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Plymouth  Teachers  College  and  Simmons  College 
of  Boston.  She  has  had  teaching  experience  in  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Vermont.  Miss  Wright,  returns  to  Walpole  after 
a  number  of  years  of  teaching  experience  in  Massachu- 
setts and  New  Hampshire.  Mrs.  Mar  low  resigned  last 
winter  and  her  place  in  Drewsville  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Dor- 
othy Wilson,  Mrs.  Mahoney  passed  away  on  February  2, 
following  a  period  of  sickness.  Her  place  at  No.  14  School 
has  been  taken  by  Mrs.  Florence  Foster  of  Alstead. 

During  the  summer  we  were  able  to  have  the  interior 
of  the  Village  schools  redecorated.  This  makes  a  tremend- 
ous difference  in  the  buildings  and  has  made  them  much 
more  pleasant  for  the  students.  It  is  hoped  that  conditions 
will  improve  so  that  our  new  building  program  may  be 
started  quite  soon.  We  are  seriously  handicapped  in  the 
high  school,  particularly,  due  to  the  lack  of  room  in  the 
various  classes.  We  are  limited  in  the  amount  of  class 
activities  we  can  offer.  A  great  deal  of  time  is  wasted  in 
going  to  the  Town  Hall  for  our  physical  education  pro- 
gram and  for  certain  auditorium  experiences  and  prac- 
tices that  are  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
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Some  arrangements  will  have  to  be  made  with  the 
Hooper  orchard.  During  the  past  year  a  disproportionate 
amount  of  time  was  required  to  keep  the  orchard  in  opera- 
tion. Modern  practice  requires  a  great  many  special  sprays 
at  fairly  close  intervals.  Pruning  and  clearing  require  a 
great  many  hours,  and  in  the  fall  picking,  sorting,  and 
packing  require  most  of  the  time  of  the  agriculture  classes 
until  late  into  October.  If  the  orchard  is  to  continue,  con- 
siderable outlay  must  be  made  for  spray  equipment,  the 
present  machine  being  worn  out  and  not  worth  repairing. 
It  is  possible  that  sufficient  orchard  practice  could  be  ob- 
tained by  the  boys  through  cooperation  with  local  farmers 
as  is  now  done  in  dairy  and  poultry  raising,  rather  than 
continuing  the  tremendous  burden  of  the  present  orchard. 

Our  transportation  costs  have  risen  considerably  dur- 
ing the  past  two  or  three  years.  This  is  in  line  with  in- 
creases in  cost  of  other  commodities,  but  at  the  same  time 
makes  our  transportation  a  large  part  of  our  total  budget. 
It  would  seem  that  a  more  efficient  method  for  transport- 
ing the  pupils  to  school  could  be  worked  out  to  the  benefit 
of  the  taxpayers.  The  State  School  Board  Association  and 
the  State  Board  of  Education  are  making  a  study  of  trans- 
portation costs  throughout  the  state  and  will  probably 
have  some  plan  to  offer  the  next  term  of  legislature.  Pres- 
ent indications  are  that  one  plan  may  be  public  ownership 
of  all  transportation  vehicles.  This  plan  has  been  tried 
out  successfully  in  a  number  of  New  Hampshire  commu- 
nities for  several  years,  and  is  being  given  serious  thought 
in  many  other  school  districts. 

The  architects  have  submitted  the  completed  plans 
and  specifications  for  a  new  Walpole  school.  You  should 
give  these  your  careful  consideration  as  they  represent  a 
vast  amount  of  time  on  the  part  of  your  school  building 
committee,  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  the 
architects.  They  embody  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  re- 
gard to  safety  and  educational  facilities.  They  have  been 
drawn  to  provide  Walpole  with  the  maximum  of  educa^ 
tional  plant  facilities.  Many  desirable,  though  not  abso- 
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lutely  necessary  features,  have  been  omitted  for  the  sake 
of  economy.  There  are  certain  basic  facilities  that  must  be 
included.  Beyond  these  basic  requirements  are  many  de- 
sirable features  which  could  be  included  in  the  new  con- 
struction if  the  taxpayers  demand  them  and  wish  to  in- 
clude them.  The  building  committee  has  tried  to  make 
provisions  for  a  building  that  will  fit  in  with  Walpole's 
needs  and  will  provide  educational  opportunities  for  the 
youth  of  the  town  for  some  time  to  come. 

HEALTH 
Health  inspection  showed  the  following  defects. 
396  pupils  were  inspected,  107  of  these  pupils  were 
examined  by  Dr.  Tatem. 

8  pupils  were  underweight. 

13  pupils  were  overweight. 

10  showed  defective  vision — uncorrected. 
231  pupils  were  in  need  of  dental  care. 
10  pupils  were  unvaccinated,  without  proper  excuse. 
1  pupil  had  a  hernia. 

14  pupils  had  flat  feet. 

24  pupils  were  advised  to  have  throat  and  nose  ex- 
amination by  a  physician. 

294  pupils  were  given  hearing  tests. 

6  pupils  were  found  to  have  defective  hearing. 

5  pupils  went  to  the  Hitchcock  Clinic  for  examina- 
tion and  diagnosis,  four  were  found  to  be  permanently 
hard  of  hearing,  one  was  treated  and  hearing  restored. 

6  pupils  had  eye  examinations  and  defects  cor- 
rected. 

146  pupils  had  their  teeth  cared  for  by  their  own 
dentist. 

29  pupils  had  their  teeth  cared  for  at  the  school 
clinic. 

8  pupils  had  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations.

WALPOLE  HIGH  SCHOOL

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  headmaster 
of  Walpole  High  School:

The  High  School  enrollment  is  slightly  smaller  this 
year.  This  trend  will  change  after  another  year  since  the 
seventh  grade  enrollment  is  twenty-five  and  the  classes 
following  all  are  large.  The  Junior  High  with  forty-five 
enrollees  is  twenty-five  percent  larger  than  it  was  in  1945. 
If  the  trend  of  increasing  enrollment  continues  our  build- 
ing facilities  will  become  overtaxed. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

We  plan  to  extend  the  present  testing  system  in  the 
High  School  and  Junior  High.  Various  tests  are  now  be- 
ing considered  in  order  to  select  those  best  suited  to  our 
needs. 

The  Otis  I.  Q.  which  tests  mental  abilities  will  be 
given  all  pupils  so  we  will  be  able  to  judge  whether  he  or 
she  is  working  to  capacity. 

In  order  to  determine  how  our  pupils  rate  as  com- 
pared to  other  pupils  all  over  the  country  we  hope  to  give 
the  achievement  tests  in  Social  Science,  Mathematics,  and 
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Reading.  These  tests  will  point  out  pupil  weaknesses  to 
the  teachers  and  definite  attention  will  be  given  them  in 
the  class  work.  Since  Walpole  has  a  comparatively  small 
enrollment  much  individual  attention  can  be  given  the 
pupil. 

Pupils  planning  to  go  to  college  must  maintain  a 
grade  of  85  percent  or  above  in  order  to  receive  certification 
for  entrance.  Others  are  not  barred  from  college  but  will 
find  it  necessary  to  take  entrance  examinations  to  qualify. 
Graduates  of  Walpole  are  doing  successful  work  in  lead- 
ing colleges  and  business  schools  in  the  East. 

Effort  is  being  made  to  encourage  more  girls  to  enter 
the  Home  Economics  Course.  The  school  is  well  equipped 
in  this  field.  Few  girls  realize  the  variety  and  number  of 
well  paying  positions  available  to  those  who  follow  this 
work. 

AGRICULTURE 

Walpole  is  known  throughout  the  state  for  its  fine 
course  in  Agriculture.  It  is  slightly  out  of  balance,  how- 
ever, due  to  the  large  orchard  that  must  be  maintained. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  more  emphasis  should  be  placed  on 
poultry  and  dairying  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
pupils  in  this  area.  This,  of  course,  can  not  be  done  until 
the  boys  are  relieved  of  some  of  the  work  in  caring  for 
the  orchard. 

The  apple  crop  was  one  of  the  best  in  recent  years. 
The  color  of  the  apples  was  unusually  bright.  They  were 
all  sold  to  townspeople. 

The  F.  F.  A.  boys  of  Walpole  and  Alstead  put  on  a 
combined  exhibit  at  Cheshire  Fair.  One  of  the  features 
was  a  large  map  showing  the  location  and  type  of  project 
carried  on  by  every  member  in  the  Alstead-Walpole  area. 
The  Walpole  boys  won  about  one  hundred  dollars  in  prize 
money  with  their  exhibits  of  poultry,  livestock,  and  shop 
work.  Two  of  our  boys  placed  highest  in  the  State  Dairy 
Judging  Contest  and  represented  New  Hampshire  at  the 
Eastern  States  Exposition.

The  Annual  school  fair  was  held  in  October  at  the 
Town  Hall  and  well  attended  by  townspeople.  Next  year  we 
will  strive  for  more  community  exhibits  and  participation. 
We  hope  to  have  a  parade  and  livestock  exhibits. 

Harry  Tenney  was  presented  with  a  check  for  $100  at 
the  annual  F.  F.  A.  father  and  son  banquet,  after  being 
judged  the  "Star  State  Farmer"  of  all  the  agriculture  boys 
in  New  Hampshire. 

At  present  the  group  is  working  in  the  shop  at  the 
Hooper  Building  where  they  are  learning  to  maintain  and 
repair  farm  machinery,  to  weld  and  do  blacksmith  work  of 
all  kinds. 

HEALTH 
The  interest  the  people  of  Walpole  take  in  their  chil- 
dren was  well  shown  when  we  asked  for  permission  and  a 
contribution  to  carry  on  a  physical  examination.  All  the 
pupils  in  the  High  School  and  Junior  High  were  given  the 
most  complete  examination  I  have  ever  seen  given  under 
school  sponsorship.  The  group  was  found  to  be  well  above 
average  although  some  defects  were  found  and  the  pa- 
rents notified.  Teachers  were  notified  if  a  pupil  had  de- 
fective vision  or  hearing  so  they  could  make  special  ar- 
rangement for  them  in  the  classroom.  Much  credit  for  this 
work  being  completed  must  be  given  Dr.  Tatem  and  Miss 
Edgett.  We  hope  to  carry  the  work  on  in  the  grades  this 
Spring  when  Dr.  Tatem  is  not  so  hard  pressed  for  time. 

EXTRA  CURRICULA  ACTIVITIES 
One  of  the  duties  of  any  good  school  is  to  give  proper 
attention  to  personality  development.  One  way  to  do  this 
is  through  extra  curricular  work.  A  large  percentage  of  the 
boys  at  present  are  playing  on  one  of  the  three  basketball 
teams  sponsored  for  them  in  the  High  School  and  Junior 
High.  The  girls  also  have  organized  several  teams  and  ex- 
tended their  varsity  schedule. 

Three  successful  one-act  plays  were  presented  last 
Fall  and  recently  round  table  discussions  have  been  held 
in  Assemblies  at  Walpole  and  Alstead.  We  are  planning  a 
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prize  speaking  contest  in  the  Spring  and  hope  to  carry  on 
debates  with  Alstead  and  Charlestown.  A  one-act  play 
contest  between  the  three  towns  is  also  under  considera- 
tion. 

Through  this  type  of  program  we  hope  to  develop 
poise,  self  confidence  and  better  rounded  individuals. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  people,  students,  and  teachers  of  Walpole  for  their 
warm  welcome  and  splendid  cooperation.  I  have  made  few 
changes  as  yet  in  procedure  or  curriculum  at  the  school. 
It  is  my  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  broaden  our  offer- 
ings in  time,  to  meet  more  of  the  individual  wants  and 
needs  of  the  community  and  pupils.  I  do  not  believe  in 
change  for  change's  sake  so  am  studying  the  situation  be- 
fore making  recommendations  in  order  that  the  people 
and  pupils  will  receive  a  dollar  in  value  for  a  dollar  ex- 
pended.

Our  total  enrollment  shows  a  drop  of  4  from  last  year. 
This  has  been  due  to  the  withdrawals  of  pupils  who  have 
moved  out  of  town.  Most  of  our  pupils  are  regular  and 
punctual  in  their  attendance  at  school,  so  that  our  at- 
tendance and  tardiness  records  are  very  good.  I  wish  to 
thank  the  parents  for  their  cooperation  in  making  our 
records  in  this  matter,  ones  to  be  commended. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

The  unit  method  of  teaching,  which  up  to  now,  has 
been  used  mostly  in  the  upper  grades,  is  being  put  into 
practice  by  most  of  the  teachers  in  all  of  the  grades.  In 
order  to  better  equip  themselves  in  handling  this  import- 
ant phase  of  teaching,  the  teachers  from  grades  four  to 
eight  took  a  three  day  course  in  "Social  Studies"  held  in 
Charlestown  the  first  week  of  November,  under  the  au- 
spices of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
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A  series  of  tests  in  reading,  language,  and  arith- 
metic were  given  in  grades  four  to  eight.  These  served  as 
guides  to  the  teachers  as  to  what  branches  of  work  had  to 
be  reviewed  in  order  to  insure  the  continued  success  of  the 
pupils  involved. 

As  in  past  years,  assemblies  are  held  on  the  average 
of  once  a  week  under  the  guidance  of  the  English  teacher. 
Here  the  pupils  are  given  an  opportunity  of  expressing 
themselves  on  subjects  of  their  own  choice.  All  of  the 
pupils  take  part  in  this  phase  of  the  school  program  so 
that  they  may  acquire  correct  speaking  habits  and  poise 
in  speaking  before  an  audience. 

Teachers'  meetings  are  held  periodically  in  order  to 
discuss  problems  of  the  school.  At  our  next  meeting  and 
subsequent  meetings  the  topic  "Spiritual  Values  in  the 
Elementary  School"  will  be  considered. 

ORGANIZATION 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Stocker,  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  wrote  and  mimeographed  their  year  book 
"Hilltop  News."  The  book  was  well  received  by  the  people 
of  the  village.  The  educational  value  received  by  our  boys 
and  girls  in  doing  this  project  is  immeasurable.  With  Miss 
Mulcahy  guiding  them,  the  present  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  are  now  working  on  their  year  book  which  will  be 
out  the  latter  part  of  May. 

The  teachers  of  grades  four,  five,  and  six  are  grateful 
to  the  sixth  grade  group  from  Bellows  Falls  who  put  on  a 
program  of  speaking  and  of  music  for  the  enjoyment  of 
their  respective  grades. 

School  socials  were  conducted  in  celebration  of  Hal- 
low'een  and  Christmas  by  the  various  grades.  As  far  as 
possible,  these  socials  were  organized  and  presented  by 
the  pupils.  In  some  cases  the  ability  to  organize  and  con- 
duct such  affairs  was  quite  revealing. 

The  intermediate  grades  presented  the  operetta 
"The  Maid  and  the  Golden  Slipper"  in  November.  The 
newly  organized  glee  club,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Merrill,  rendered  three  numbers  between  the  acts  of  the 
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play.  Both  the  operetta  and  the  music  were  enthusiastical- 
ly received  by  those  in  attendance.  The  teachers  of  these 
grades  are  to  be  congratulated  for  the  fine  performance 
given. 

The  exhibit  of  school  work  and  "hobbies"  was  held  the 
first  week  in  June.  The  teachers  and  myself  extend  an  ur- 
gent invitation  to  all  parents  and  other  interested  persons 
to  visit  the  school  in  order  to  obtain  a  good  idea  of  the 
daily  work  as  well  as  other  things  which  the  school  is  try- 
ing to  do. 

The  Boys'  Basketball  Team  again  won  the  "Junior 
High  School  Tournament,"  making  two  years  in  a  row 
that  they  have  accomplished  this  feat.  In  recognition  of 
their  fine  performance,  both  during  the  season  and  in  the 
tournament,  the  boys  were  given  a  week's  camping  trip  on 
Lake  Sunapee. 

The  School  Patrol  is  again  in  operation  with  the  boys 
and  girls  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  doing  the  po- 
licing of  the  dangerous  crossroads  in  the  village.  To  date  it 
has  operated  as  efficiently  as  in  other  years. 

The  school  has  contributed  nearly  one  hundred  per 
cent  to  the  following  worthy  causes:  Junior  Red  Cross, 
and  the  New  Hampshire  Tubercular  Fund. 

Fire  drills  are  held  once  a  month  weather  permitting. 
Last  fall  the  North  Walpole  fire  chief  sprung  a  fire  drill 
on  the  school  and  he  complimented  the  school  on  the  effi- 
cient methods  used  in  getting  the  pupils  out  of  the  schools 
in  so  short  a  time. 

Our  thanks  go  out  to  the  Box  Company  who  again 
provided  the  school  with  boards  and  nails,  thus  enabling 
the  school  to  carry  on  its  wood  work  program  in  the  inter- 
mediate and  upper  grades. 

In  conclusion  the  teachers  join  with  me  in  expressing 
their  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Board, 
parents,  and  pupils  in  making  their  work  successful.

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FOREST  FERE  PROBLEM  SERIOUS 

The  year  1947  was  one  of  the  worst  periods  of  drouth  and  forest  fire 
occurence  in  eastern  United  States  history.  Lack  of  water  ruined  crops 
lowered  water  levels  and  dried  up  brooks  everywhere.  Three  months  of 
deficient  rainfall  and  abnormally  high  temperatures  resulted  in  many 
fires  which  were  mostly  well  controlled  and  kept  within  bounds.  Only  the 
high  winds  beginning  on  October  23rd  caused  a  few  fires  to  escape  be- 
yond immediate  control.  These  few  fires  resulted  in  burning  some  15,000 
acres  and  the  loss  of  63  or  more  buildings  in  four  New  Hampshire  towns. 

AH  October  fires  were  costly.  They  burned  deeply  in  the  ground  and 
required  day  and  night  patrol  of  large  crews  of  men  until  the  rains  came 
late  in  October.  Towns  which  escaped  from  serious  fires  might  easily 
have  been  in  the  midst  of  the  most  serious  conflagration  we  had. 

Governor  Dale  closed  the  woods  effective  at  midnight  of  October  15th. 
With  the  blow-up  of  October  23rd,  a  second  proclamation  closed  all  back 
roads  and  authorized  towns  to  inaugurate  patrol.  The  effect  of  this  was 
to  cat  down  subsequent  fires  for  the  rest  of  the  dry  period. 

Local  fire  warden  forces  performed  an  admirable  job  to  hold  the 
more  than  200  fires  that  occurred  dining  this  October  period.  Many 
men  were  taxed  to  the  utmost  as  the  emergency  continued.  To  them  and 
all  those  who  did  their  work,  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  owe  a  debt 
of  gratitude.  The  state  forest  fire  control  agency  based  on  local  town 
wardens  and  town  crews  wherever  adequately  equipped  rose  to  the  oc- 
casion and  met  the  test  in  whatever  town  their  services  were  needed. 

It  is  now  time  to  take  stock  everywhere  of  our  fire  fighting  facili- 
ties for  the  season  ahead  and  to  make  them  adequate  where  necessary. 
To  this  end  town  fire  plans  and  training  programs  for  wardens,  deputies 
and  other  key  men  in  each  district  are  being  arranged  or  in  progress.  If 
equipment  and  tools  are  insufficient  to  properly  equip  the  available  man 
power  in  each  community  with  the  right  tools  for  the  job,  they  should  be 
provided  for  at  once.  The  yearly  addition  of  fire  tools  to  the  town  sup- 
ply will  generally  need  to  be  built  up.  The  state  sells  tools  to  the  towns 
and  shares  one-half  their  cost.  Good  equipment  is  important  and  can 
help  greatly  to  keep  both  damage  and  fire  costs  at  a  minimum. 

For  many  years  we  have  requested  our  wardens  not  to  issue  burning 
permits  except  on  rainy  days.  This  regulation  will  be  in  effect  again  this 
year  as  it  is  one  of  the  best  means  of  assuring  such  fires  from  getting 
out  of  control.  Nine  out  of  every  ten  fires  can  be  prevented,  96  percent  of 
all  fires  being  due  to  human  carelessness.  Be  sure  to  get  a  permit  for  any 
fire  in  or  near  woodland  when  the  ground  is  free  from  snow.  Be  sore  your 
fires  are  always  out  before  you  leave  them.  Help  us  in  getting  the  travel- 
ling public  to  keep  from  throwing  out  lighted  matches  or  cigarettes.  Be 
careful  of  all  fires  in  or  near  woodland.
